Nanny states exposed! 


Socialist economies give free markets a run for their money 


IN A DOOMSAYING ESSAY IN THE JANU 
ary issue of The New Criterion argu- 
ing that Europe was either about to 
shrink into global irrelevance or get 
overrun by angry Muslim immi- 
grants, the Canadian journalist Mark 
Steyn offered some impressive sup- 
porting evidence. “The CIA,” he 
wrote, “is predicting that the EU will 
collapse by 2020.” 

Dramatic stuff. But Steyn’s claim, 
which made its way into the blogos- 
phere (the article also appeared on 
the Wall Street Journal's website on 
Jan. 4), was less than half right. Last 
year, the National Intelligence Coun- 
cil—not the CI[A—outlined possible 
scenarios that could befall the world 
by 2020. 

If Europeans didn’t have the 
courage to cut their welfare spend- 
ing and make their labor markets 
more flexible, the report said, an eco- 
nomic crisis would force such 
changes. And if politicians were 
crazy enough to ignore sucha crisis, 
then collapse was possible. 

Not quite the end of Europe. Still, 
there's no denying the report was far 
from sanguine about current Euro- 
pean economic trends—or that 
many economists share that pes- 
simism. “The welfare state is dead,” 
Edward Prescott, the 2004 Nobel 
laureate in economics and a profes- 
sor at Arizona State, said via e-mail. 
European nations, he added, must 
either slash their health and unem- 
ployment benefits and pensions sys- 
tems or be left in the dust. 


NO ECONOMIC APOCALYPSE 

But is the outlook in Europe really 
that grim? In the face of rampant 
Europessimism, some contrarian 
scholars insist that European coun- 
tries can thrive without embracing 
American-style labor markets 
(where most people can be fired at 
will) and relatively lean social pro- 


grams. 
Two years ago, the MIT economist 


Olivier Blanchard made news with 
an article claiming that Europe was 
gaining on the United States. True,

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gross domestic product per person 
was only 70 percent of America’s, a 
gap that has existed fora generation. 
But by the measure of output per 
hour of work, Europe had reached 
90 percent of American levels. Euro- 
peans were simply choosing to work 
fewer hours, Blanchard suggested— 
not an obviously dumb move. They 
were trading income for more 
leisure. : 

Now, in the book “Inequality and 
Prosperity: Social Europe vs. Liberal 
America,” the Princeton political sci- 
entist Jonas Pontusson goes even 
further in holding up European 
economies as viable rivals of the 
United States. 

For comparison’s sake, leaving 
aside outliers like Estonia and 
Cyprus, Pontusson places European 
economies into two categories: “con- 
tinental social-market economies” 
(Germany, Austria, the Netherlands, 
Belgium, and Switzerland) and 
“Nordic social-market economies” 
(Sweden, Denmark, Finland, and 
Norway). 

Among other differences, the con- 
tinental countries tend to have fewer 
workers in unions than their Nordic 
peers and less state-run day care to 
make it easier for women to join the 
workforce. (For complicated reasons, 
France, Italy, and Spain don’t fit 
comfortably into either of these 
models, he says—but he discusses 
these countries individually. Critics 
might object that omitting these 
high-unemployment countries gives 

Europe an uneamed lift.) 

Despite his subtitle (“Social 
Europe vs. Liberal America’), Pon- 
tusson says it’s unfair to compare 
Europe to the United States alone. So 
his third category is the “liberal-mar- 
ket economies”: America, Canada, 
the United Kingdom, Ireland, New 
Zealand, and Australia. 

Within this framework, it’s not 
clear that liberal economies generate 
more wealth. Americans do make 
more per capita than anyone else: 
$36,100 a year in 2002, for example, 
but social-market Norway is right on

EXCEPTIONALISM 
Then there’s inequality. 
Correcting for purchasing, 
power in each country 
(which helps the United 
States), Pontusson comes up 
with a poverty rate of 15 percent 
in the liberal-market economies, 
more than three times that in the 
other two groups. The American 
rate is 11.7 percent; the rates in liber- 
al-market Ireland, Australia, and the 
United Kingdom are higher. 

Even when it comes to unemploy- 
ment—the pothole for European 
economies in recent years—the liber- 
al- and social-market figures aren’t 
as divergent as you might think. 
Germany had a dismal average 
unemployment rate from 2000 to 
2003 of roughly 8.4 percent. But, 
overall, the continental social-market 
economies saw 5.2 percent unem- 
ployment over that period, com- 
pared with 5.6 percent for the liberal- 
market economies. (Pontusson 
doesn’t weight the countries by size; 
if he did, Germany would drag 
down the European average.) 

It’s indisputable that Europeans 
stay unemployed longer than Amer- 
icans-and that, ina not-unrelated 
phenomenon, Europe isn’t creating 
many new jobs, an-issue masked by 
stagnant population growth. 

Pontusson concedes that Europe 
needs to make it easier to fire people, 
which would make employers more 
willing to hire them in the first place. 
But he rejects the idea that deep cuts 
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in health or employment benefits, or 
pensions, are imperative. 

The so-called Dutch miracle, he 
says, shows the possibility of 
improving growth through tweaks, 
not wholesale abandonment of 
social programs. The Netherlands 
have created new jobs from 1995 to 
2002 at an annual rate of 2.2 percent, 
more than any country in Pontus- 
son’s sample except Ireland. The 
main reasons, he says: Labor's col- 
lective bargainers moderated their 
wage demands and labor-market 
restrictions were relaxed. 

Economists who think otherwise 
are unlikely to be convinced. 
Prescott, the Arizona state Nobel 
laureate, scoffs at the idea that Euro- 
peans work fewer hours than Amer- 
icans because they like going to the 
beach more than Americans do. It's 
clear, he says, that high taxes, not 
some “contagion of laziness,” 
explain why Europeans work less. 
Across the industrialized world, he 
says, hours worked correlate quite 
closely with tax levels. 

Pontusson is picking a fight with 
economists like Prescott. But the 


economists are so dismissive, it’s not

Translation: First we'll be diplo- 
matic, then we can bomb. 

Illusion #3: The U.S. won't attack 
Iran because that would infuriate the 
millions of Iran-allied Shiites in Iraq, 
greatly damaging the U.S. war effort 
there. 

But projecting rationality onto the 
Bush administration makes little 
sense at this point. The people run- 
ning U.S. foreign policy have their 
own priorities, and avoiding carnage 
is not one of them. 


OIL-BASED ALTRUISM 

Non-proliferation doesn’t rank 
very high either, judging from 
Washington's cozy relationships 
with the nuclear-weapons powers of 
Israel, India, and Pakistan. Unlike 
Iran, none of those countries are sig- 
natories to the nuclear Non-Prolifer- 
ation Treaty. Only Iran has been 
allowing inspections of its nuclear 
facilities—and it is Iran that the 
savants in Washington are now, in 
effect, threatening to bomb. 

With sugar-plum visions of Iran’s 
massive oil and natural-gas reserves 
dancing in their heads, the Washing- 
ton neo-cons evidently harbor some 
farfetched hopes of bringing about 
the overthrow of the Iranian regime. 
But in the real world, an attack on 
Iran would strengthen its most 
extreme factions and fortify whatev- 
er interest it has in developing 
nuclear arms. 

“The US. will not solve the 
nuclear problem by threatening mili- 
tary strikes or by dragging Iran 
before the U.N. Security Council,” 
Iran’s 2003 Nobel Peace Prize win- 
ner Shirin Ebadi wrote in the Jan. 19 
edition of the Los Angeles Times, in 
an op-ed piece co-authored by 
Muhammad Sahimi, a professor of 
chemical engineering at the Univer- 
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sity of Southern California 
Although a vast majority of Irani 
ans despise the country,s hard-liner 
and wish for their downfall, th 
also support its nuclear progran 
because it has become a source of 
pride for an old nation with a glori 
ous history.” 
The essay added: “A military 
attack would only inflame national-

Though he failed to develop much 
political traction for reform during 





his eight years as president, Khatami 
was a moderating force against 
human-rights abuses. His demagog- 
ic successor, Mahmoud Ahmadine- 
jad, is a menace to human rights and 
peace. But it’s by no means clear that 
Ahmadinejad can count on long- 
term support from the nation’s rul- 
ing clerics. 

The man he defeated in the presi- 
dential runoff, former president 
Hashemi Rafsanjani, wields signifi- 
cant power as head of the govern- 
ments Expediency Council. Though 
he has a well-earned reputation as a 
corrupt opportunist, Rafsanjani is 
now a beacon of enlightenment 
compared to Ahmadinejad. 


FEEDING THE FIRE 

In early January, a pair of Iran 
scholars—Dariush Zahedi and Ali 
Ezzatyar, based at the University of 
California in Berkeley—wrote an LA 
Times piece making this point: 
“Contrary to popular belief, the tra- 
ditional conservative clerical estab- 
lishment is apprehensive about the 
possibility of violence inside and 
outside Iran. It generally opposes an 
aggressive foreign policy and, hav- 
ing some intimate ties with Iran’s 
dependent capitalist class, is 
appalled at the rapid slide of the 
economy since Ahmadinejad's inau- 
guration. The value of Tehran‘s 
stock market has plunged $10 bil- 
lion, the nation’s vibrant rea] estate 
market has withered and capital out- 
flows are increasing.” 

And the scholars added pointed 
ly: “The history of U.S.-[ran relations 
shows that the more Washington 
chastises Tehran for its nuclear 
ambitions, the more it plays into the 
hands of the radicals by riling up 
fear and nationalist sentiment.” 

Right now, the presidents of Iran 
and the United States are feeding on 
the belligerency of the other. From 
all indications, a military assault on 
Iran would boost Ahmadinejad's 
power at home. And it’s a good bet 
that the U.S. government will do 
him this enormous favor. Unless we 
can prevent it.

Free to be despicable 


Essential, but needs a good counterweight 


NOW THAT GOD HATES US AND IT’S 
fucking freezing again, it might be 
time fora little healthy introspection. 
A friend of mine, who we'll call Cap- 
ital XYZ, sent me this gaping anus of 
an email the other day: “I spent the 
week worrying that there was no 
afterlife and that concepts like reli- 
gion and personalities were evolu- 
tional adaptations to keep us from 
losing our minds.

headlines around the world by 
choosing to reprint the panels in his 
scintillating Western Standard.

We're-not 
running them because we share 
their views. We're running them 
because they’re the central fact that

Culture-jammer adds English to commercial spin

A  GROTESQUELY OVERWEIGHT

world of artist-activist/culture-jam- 
mer Ron English. 

An inveterate mischief maker, 
English decided long ago to avoid 
the insular world of art shows and 
exhibits to get his pieces seen. 
Instead of working through small 
galleries and openings, he “liber- 
ates” billboards, pasting over the 
originals with his own pointed take 
on corporate ads—a standard aiga- 
rette billboard morphs from cool Joe 
Camel to a baby puffing away ata 
smoke; on another, a half-human, 
half-cow creature (the result of 
growth hormones) shills for milk. 
Others are even more direct, as with 
Bush + Cheney: It's Armageddon In 
America or Jihad Is Over! (If You Want 


It). It's a daring idea, using a corpo- 
ration’s own techniques against 
them, and English does it with verve 
and mordant wit. 

This, of course, makes English 
more than just another pontificating 
art theorist in a café—he's living out 
his ideas, even running the risk of 
arrest for them. Pedro Carvajal’s 78- 
minute video documentary— 
bumped up from its original half 
hour running time—follows English 
as he and his friends do their busi- 
ness, often in broad daylight, under 
the bemused stares of New Yorkers. 

English has a lot to say about his 
propensity for “borrowing” private 
space for his artwork, both to the 
public (there's archival footage of 
him on the Morton Downey show) 
and to his exasperated wife, who 
drags him on a relationship show to 
get him to swear not to do it fora 
year. It’s in his blood, though; a 
descendent of Bonnie Parker (of 
Bonnie & Clyde ), English jokingly 
declares that crime would figure in 
his lifestyle to some degree or other. 

Whatever the reason, English is 
destined to stir up trouble, it quickly 
becomes evident. He and his friends 
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Longinotto, co-directed by native 
Cameroonian Florence Ayisi, which 
profiles the work of state prosecutor 
Vera Ngassa and.court president 
Beatrice Ntuba, two tough-minded 
women who dispense justice from a 
community courthouse in 
Cameroon’s Kumba province, is 
noteworthy not only because it pre- 
sents the stories of two Muslim 
women, Amina and Ladi, who win 
their court battles against abusive 
husbands, securing convictions in 
the first successful spousal abuse 


are passionate about their anti-con- 
sumerist critiques, and always pre- 
sent is the element of danger, 
whether from police or bystanders 
angry at perceived blasphemy. The 
film notes this but downplays it, 
focusing on their pranksterish quali- 
ties as they hop fences and climb 
buildings in pursuit of the perfect 
space for their works. 

There's also footage of English 
from his early days in art collective 
Artfux, along with his work with 
staged photography, surrealist 
painting (Slash from Velvet 
Revolver is a fan) and street 


actions—and his hilarious attempt to 


have the most songs written about 
him (Saddam Hussein holds the 
record). A number of those make 
their way to the soundtrack—fellow 
artist and cult musician Daniel John- 
ston, the Dandy Warhols and Trip- 
ping Daisy are featured, along with 
a slew of open stage songwriters. 

POPaganda is a fun little piece of 
guerrilla filmmaking that allows us 
to live vicariously through people 
who are doing what more than a 
few of us would like to do—turn the 
tables on the likes of McDonalds, 
Apple, and Camel. That they’re out 
there is cause for rejoicing in a world 
turned to crass commercialism. 
Catch this film if only for the sake of 
your mental health.

yriously, George plays it safe (and, yes... he’s not a monkey) 


intimidating at first for an innocent 
monkey from the wild, but it isn’t 
long before George is creating trou- 
ble for the Man. 

Some pretty conventional plot 
devices are at work here, and Curi- 
ous George never really takes off 
because the identifiers bestowed 
upon the monkey (George), and The 
Man (Ted) do not really inject any 
life into the animated characters. Fer- 
rell’s Man captures the most screen 
time and, apart from the odd rich 
line, he is pretty much relegated to 
being the quintessential “nice guy.” 
He doesn’t have the indecency to 
proposition a teacher (voiced by 
Drew Barrymore, in a completely 
underutilized role) who is obviously 
interested in something more that a 
professional relationship. 


Ironically, the characters that cycle - 


around the periphery of the protago- 
nist are much more interesting than 
those with major roles. Clovis, an 
inventor tied to the museum, is an 
interesting, eccentric character in the 
spirit of Bond’s “Q” for example. 
Since the moral of the story may 
“indulge your curiosity,” consider 
taking your kids to a more adventur- 
ous film than Curious George.

bling into a hospital, her hands badly bleed- 
ing, claiming she was carjacked. She 
describes her assailant as a young African 
American male who came out of the Arm- 
strong Projects, a low-income housing devel- 
opment made up of predominantly black res- 
idents. Police detective Lorenzo Council 
(Samuel L. Jackson), who is well respected 
and connected in the Armstrong community, 
shows up to take the police report. Suddenly 
Brenda reveals that her four-year-old son 
sleeping in the back seat of the car was acci- 
dentally kidnapped by the carjacker. 

Meanwhile, police from the neighbouring 
and mainly white town of Gannon, impose a 
lockdown on the housing project, which 
begins to fuel the already simmering racial 
tensions between the police force and the 
Amstrong residents, who are outraged by 
the sudden attention to this carjacking case 
since crimes against black youths largely go 
unnoticed. 

As Lorenzo investigates, he finds holes in 
the unstable mother’s story, complicating his 
efforts to uncover the truth while simultane- 





being as heterosexual as Barbie. On the day 
of her wedding to Heck, played by the 
swoon-inducing Matthew le, she feels 
ane at moment with Luce (Lena 
Headey), the wedding’s florist. Heck and 
Rachel befriend the single Luce, but Rachel 
can't stop imagining what life would be like 
with her. 

Making his directorial debut, screenwriter 
Oliver Parker directs the cheeky British come- 
dy with heart. Perabo and Headey wonder- 
fully portray the two women. compelled to 
be together but driven apart by their circum- 
stances. Complicating the matter is the 
fact that Heck is just so dam nice. He and 
Rachel would thely have a great life togeth- 
er, if only. i 

Granted, a few key moments rely entirely 
too much on formula, and there are some 
cringe-worthy moments, including a scene in 
which the two women perform some eerily 
synchronized dance moves on a Dance 
Dance Revolution arcade game. | realize it’s 
hard to look cool attempting that—but | had 


ously trying to keep the racial tensions in the 
Armstrong Projects from exploding. 

Eventually he enlists the help of “The 
Friends of Kent,” a grou of volunteers who 
search for missing children. The group’s 
founder, Karen Colucc (the wondertul Edie 
Falco, better known for her portrayal of Tony 
Soprano’s wife in the excellent HBO series 
The Sopranos), whose abducted son went 
missing 10 years earlier, organizes a mass 
search for Brenda's son, and in a pivotal 
moment (and for me the highlight of the film) 
coaxes Brenda to reveal the truth. 

Adapting his 1998 novel Freedomland, 
screenwriter Richard Price (Clockers, Shaft, 
Ransom, The Colour of Money) succeeds 
moderately in translating his work to the big 
screen. For the most part, Price has created a 
complex and engaging mystery that at times 
is a deeply moving portrait of human souls 
connected by the commonality of pain. 

Unfortunately the numerous storylines 
involving the residents of the Projects and the 
media's preoccupation with “white victims” 
and “black perpetrators” (a la Hurricane 
Katrina) don’t quite come together. They feel 
rushed and undernourished. Freedomland is 
weakened by it's own moralistic good inten- 
tions, and its never-ending epilogue, which 
tries too hard to tie all of the loose ends 
together with “heartfelt” emotion.

“WE HAVE NO FORMULA,” DECLARES 
Mobius guitarist Don Ehret, “We 
just look at what the members of the 
band bring in and go from there. 
That's how our name came about as 
well. Someone suggested the idea of 
the Mobius Strip and applying that 
to our music—an ever-changing, 
ever-evolving musical concept.” 

The local jazz collective is official- 
ly (and finally, after four years) 
releasing their debut album, Served!, 
this weekend at the Varscona 
Theatre. 

Explaining what makes Mobius 
what it is, who the “Mobians” are, 
and why you should give them an 
attentive listen is as complicated as 
figuring out where the legendary 
Strip begins and ends. 

Logically, we have to start with 
the Mobians themselves: four 
Edmonton-based musicians who 
have taught, written, played, and 
composed music for well over a cen- 
tury—if you add them all up as one 
entity. 

“T got together with them fora 
concert and it just clicked,” says 
drummer Dan Skakun, a former 
Grant MacEwan student and Mas- 
ters graduate from the Aaron Cop- 
land School of music. “We all write, 
we've never played a cover tune, 
and the idea of a band that was com- 
positional in nature appealed to 
me.” 

Influenced, as he says, by all the 
Jones’ in jazz (Philly Joe, Papa Joe, 
and Elvin) as well as Bill Bruford, 
King Crimson, Alan Holdsworth, 
Tony Williams, and Yes, Skakun isa 
well-rounded percussionist. 

Bill Damur (flute) has been a 
teacher at Alberta College since 1983 
and his musical interests cover 
everything from early music to the 
avant-garde. In addition to teaching, 
he’s active ina variety of musical 
groups including Chanticleer, The 
Amati Trio and Boreal Electro 
Acoustic Music Society. He’s also 
well known as a composer, arranger, 
and festival adjudicator 

“Bill and I did our first concert 
together back in 1998 as the Alberta 
College Jazz Quartet,” explains 
Ehret who, like his buddy Damur, 
teaches at Alberta Coilege. “It was 
fun and we gota gig at Jazz City.

When the police arrived (after the two 
individuals had made their exit), Bourne’s 
relief was short-lived 

“It's a home invasion, you know? And 
there were two officers there and they were 
only there for 15 to 20 minutes,” Bourne 
told SEE in the days following the event 
“Then they left and told me to get a baseball 
bat and barricade the doors. | think that’s 


~T unacceptable. The house didn’t have to burn 


down.” 

But it did. Two hours later, as Bourne was 
unwinding with a friend by playing guitar in 
the basement, he heard glass shatter and 
saw the wall explode into eae A Molotov 
cocktail had been thrown through his 
window. 

While there is no way to properly link the 
home invaders with the fire that took all of 
Bourne’s personal belongings, his house 
and an estimated $10,000 worth of musical 
gear, it’s hard not to put two and two 
together. 

“You know damn well, as | do, that if this 
had happened in Riverbend, or if it was a 
90-year-old woman—or anybody but 
someone that is Pat—they’d have a SWAT 
team there,” commented guitarist Ted 
Wright, who lost his six guitars (including a 
few vintage ones) in the fire. “They'd have 
somebody doing something.” 

Even more infuriating was the main- 
stream media’s coverage of the event, 
which went unquestioning of the EPS 
response, and decided instead to focus on 
Pat's father, local mainstay Bill Bourne, for

ELYSE BORNE TRAVELS THE GLOBE, 
preserving the precious master- 
pieces of a major 20th Century artist, 
but her work is done in the dance 
studio rather than a museum ora 
gallery. Her tools of art reconstruc- 
tion are not brushes, clay or paint 
but living, breathing, sweating bod- 
ies. 

Borne works for the Balanchine 
Trust, restaging the ballets of George 
Balanchine (1904 — 1983), the fore- 
most contemporary ballet choreog- 
rapher. Balanchine heightened, 
~» quickened, expanded, streamlined, 
and even inverted the fundamentals 
of his classical base, revolutionizing 
the look of classical ballet. The Balan- 
chine Trust is a branch of the Balan- 
chine Foundation, created shortly 
after the master’s death to preserve 
the artistic integrity of his works by 
providing Balanchine-trained repeti- 
teurs such as Borne to stage his bal- 

.. lets with qualified companies like 

Alberta Ballet, soon to present Who 
Cares? and Divertimento No. 15. 

A former student of the School of 
American Ballet and a New York 
City Ballet dancer for nearly 14 
years, Borne knows first hand the - 


high standards Balanchine set for his 
dancers. 

“We didn’t wake up wondering if 
we would see him that day, we 
knew we would, he was there every- 
day, at every performance, in the 
front wing. You got used to it, but he 
always made you nervous. You had 
to dance at 150 per cent and so we 
lived and danced in that fashion. We 
lived for him. He was everything; a 
father figure, a role model, a mentor. 
He was our God,” she laughs. “ 
guess he still is, ‘cause I’m still work- 
ing for him. Now, I just can’t ask 
him what he thinks.” 

Of Balanchine's more than 400 
dance works, 85 pieces are in active 
repertoire all over the world. During 
her 14 year career with the New 
York City Ballet, Borne danced in 
many of the works, but she certainly 
not all of them. Obviously she never 
learned the male dancers’ parts, nor 
could she have danced every soloist 
and corps role. Remarkably, she 
now knows them all, inside and out, 
thanks to many hours of painstak- 
ingly piecing together the ballets 
from a visual dictionary of video 
taped performance archives. 

“T have spent so many hours in 
front of the VCR, I'm surprised my 
thumb hasn’t permanently melded 
into the remote. Now I see every- 
thing in life through a TV screen!” 
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as Toad earlier this season in A Year 
With Frog and Toad at the Citadel. 
He says the parallels are very obvi- 
ous “My suit alone is worth the 
price of admission—orange plaid 
like Toad. I seem to be establishing 
a trend at the Citadel.” 

The affable Ross is joined by Mari 
Babb, whose portrayal of Maria in 
West Side Story last season wrung, 
tears from the stoniest theatre 
mavens. There's little to weep about 
this year, she says. “We're having a 
gas. The audience responds so well 
to it. You can’t help but get caught 
up in the energy of it. As soon as the 


she laughs. “One performance tape 
isn’t enough: people make mistakes, 
disappear from the camera’s view. I 
usually work from five different per- 
formance tapes and try to piece 
together the most accurate version.” 

Staying true to the original perfor- 
mances is a top priority for Borne 
when she restages Balanchine's bal- 
lets. “I don’t like to change any- 
thing,” she explains. “I give the 
dancers the steps, the counts, and 
they bring their soul to it. That’s 
enough change. It’s never going to 
look the same on different dancers, 
that’s the beauty of it.” 

“The thing that’s the hardest to 
teach is the musicality. His work is 
so specific in the way he hears the 
music. He was always very picky 
about that. So Iam too. For Who 
Cares? the steps often fall between 
the notes, not what the normal ear 
hears. If it’s done right, it all looks 
very fun and easy, but it’s actually 
very difficult to dance. Dancing Bal- 
anchine is always very hard.” 

Borne’s work with the Balanchine 
Trust also provides an integral link 
between dance education, dance his- 
tory and dance performance. 

“Y’ve never thought of myself as 
being a part of dance history, but I 
guess I could. In rehearsal | tell little

a big chunk of mental turmoil (albeit 
stimulating) created by the excep- 
tionally subtle and profoundly lay- 
ered twists and turns Lepage loving- 
ly gifts his already rich source mater- 
ial and a lacuna in comparable work 
upon which to ground my observa- 
tions. 

I've only ever seen a handful of 
modernist opera in Edmonton, 
never mind a full-on deconstructive 
take of the form (or, 2s some com- 
mentators have speculated, a late- 
modem, full-on, reconceptualization 
from clearly modernist first princi- 
ples of an early modernist work that 
seems postmodern/deconstrustive 
by coincidence). I am torn by where 
this work sits in intellectual and per- 
formance context in a town with lit- 
tle artistic discourse outside the high 
modern camp. 

My biggest interpretive concern of 
the night: is the Symbolist reality of 
the two operas being respected 
directly by the decision to literally 
frame the whole stage in a big gold 
painting frame a la Gustav Klimt? 
Or, is ita postmodern and surface 
homage to the work’s artistic pedi- 
gree? Or again, is ita deconstructive 
tactic meant to distance us in an 
artistic frame-within-a-frame away 
from the now antique desire of the 
early modernists to “directly” reach 
our emotive core with their revolu- 
tionary work that by dint of time 
and historicality has become man- 
nered despite itself? 

For example, what are we to make 
of the daring reconceptualization of 
Schoenberg's trippy little opera from 


emotional hill—and the journey isn’t 
much fun. Once the emotional high 
is attained, both performers mine the 
many opportunities for drama and 
hit the mother lode. It seems though, 
that such emotional high points exist 
despite the script’s inherent tension 
and release instead of flowing 
organically from it. Without that 
completely invested wariness—like 
two coyotes circling each other 
before going for the kill, the final 
horrific moments are robbed of a 
much needed animalistic aura 

The maniacal glee on Cardinal's 
face as he deals rough justice to little 
brother’s Underwood is unforget- 
table, as is his comment about 
Austin’s obvious need for a 7-Up. 
MeNally’s unbelievable extended 
drunk scene in the second act is also 
a classic.

forest to asylum and the analyst's 
couch? (Singing in the Lepage opera 
only begins when the on-stage ana- 
lyst character snaps opens his note- 
book and the light go down only 
after he snaps samie said book shut.) 

Obviously steeped in then brand- 
new Freudian psychology of 1909 
Vienna, the composer specifically 
noted his opera was to be set ina 
naturalistic forest, physically sym- 
bolizing the “uncertain” placement 
of his unnamed female protagonist 
(mirrored musically by the “uncer- 
tain” atonal score) and her deeply 
alienating and increasingly frantic 
search. The good doctor Freud and 
his analytic peers are certainly there 
haunting the text, but definitely sub- 
textually. 

All of a sudden the analyst as 
character isn’t subtextual anymore, 
but an openly discussed reality, 
totally open to its own personal 
deconstruction (i.e., Lepage’s pro- 
duction being produced after the 
spectacular fall from grace of Freudi- 
an practice in the early ’90s). 

Also, this overt introduction of an 
analyst now begs the question of the 
narrative orientation of the protago- 
nist who is now “telling” her narra- 
tive in a decidedly more “certain” 
context (i.e., the well-plumbed con- 
fines of the male psychological gaze 
and its attending institutions). 

Fascinating stuff in and of itself, 
and, in a personal artistic context, 
intellectual fodder for many a con- 
versation and introspective critical 
meditation for years to come.
